According to an Associated Press dis­ 
patch from Washington two military camps 
are to be established this summer by the 
War Department exclusively for summer 
training of college students, one at Get­ 
tysburg lasting from July 7 to August 29, 
and the other at the Presidio of Monte­ 
rey, California, from July 1 to August 29.

Two officers, commissioned by the State 
Livestock Sanitary Board for the purpose, 
are on duty and will patrol, the four towns 
and fiye townships, shooting all dogs at 
large that are not both licensed and muz­ 
zled.

8uffragists Win In Penna, Senate, 
The resolution proposing an amend­ 
ment to the 
state 
constitution of 
Pennsylvania 
enfranchising 
women 
was passed finally by the senate in 
Harrisburg by a vote of 26 to 22. It 
bad previously p ^aed the house. 


The vote in favor was exactly Hie 
constitutional majority necessary for 
senatorial approval. 


The 
proposed 
amendment 
must 
come before the legislature of 1915, 
and if |t again wins, mu§t then be 
submitted to the voters at the polls 
before women can obtain the ballot 
privilege. 


The vote was taken in the presence 
of a crowd 
that filled the senate 
chamber to the doors. The advocates 
¿f the woman suffrage resolution were 
elated by their rather unexpected vic­ 
tory and tlie "an

Albanian City Falls Before a Des­ 


perate Attack by *he Montenegrin 
T roopt. 


It is officially announced in Cet- 
tlnje, Montenegro, that the Montene­ 
grin forces have occupied the Turkish 
city of Scutari. 


The loss on both sides was heavy. 
After a final desperate attack lasting 
twenty-four hours 
the 
Montenegrin 
troops forced their way into Scutari. 
The fortress for six months, since the 
middle of October, 1912, had offered a 
stubborn and heroic defense. 


Three thousand Montenegrins w ere 
killed in the final assault on Tuesday 
and 
5000 
Turks 
fell. 
Twenty-twi 
thousand 
Turkish prisoners of w*ai 
were taken. Since the siege began 10, 
000 Montenegrins have been killed oi 
wounded. 


The assault which gave the Monte­ 
negrins possesion of the city, which 
has been the sole object of their war 
against 
Turkey, 
began on Monda> 
night. The Montenegrin army took the 
offensive along the entire front. They 
completely surprised the Ottoman de 
fenders by pushing right up to the 
Turkish positions, where they engaged 
in close bayonet fighting. 


The Ottoman soldiers made a num­ 
ber of counter attacks and tried with 
their utmost energy to drive the a t 
tacking force out of their works, but 
they were finally compelled to fall 
back and leave their positions in the 
hands of the besiegers, who received 
constant reinforcements. 


It was midnight Wednesday night 
when the Montenegrins obtained theii 
footing in the fortress, and detach­ 
ments of the besiegers entered the 
city at 4 o'clock. 


According to one 
report, Essaad 
Pasha, 
the 
Turkish 
commander-in 
chief, recognized the uselessness ol 
further resistance after the outlying 
Key position of Tarakosch had fallen 
He is said then to have ordered his 
troops to cease their defense of the 
fortress. Another report says that the 
Montenegrin commander-in-chief had 
been negotiating since Monday with 
Essaad Pasha for the surrender of the 
place. 


Although the Servian troops did nol 
participate in the final attack, their 
artillery was used by the Montene 
grin gunners, and it is said that tc 
this fact their success was largely due 
The act of capitulation was signed by 
the Turkish commander shortly aftei 
the Montenegrin troops had reached 
the center of the city.

RICE DISHES. 


Rice is a cheap and wholesome food, 
and in combination with other foods 
makes a most nutritious dish. Cream 
is the ideal combination with rice, aft 
it supplies the fat 
to balance 
the 
starch, and with the addition of sugar 
X7e have a well balanced meal. 


Imperial 
Rice 
Pudding.—Soak 
a 
third of a box of gelatine a half hour 
in a half .cup of water. Put a pint and 
a half of milk in a double boiler; when 
boiling, stir in a half cup of rice, a 
half teaspoonful of salt, and cook un­ 
til the rice is perfectly tender. 
Then 
add half a cup of sugar. Remove from 
the stove, and when cool add a tea- 
spoonful of vanilla and the gelatine; 
^hen cold add a pint of whipped 
cream, and put into a mold to harden. 
Serve very cold. 


Rice Flour Cream.—Soak a half box 
of gelatine in a pint of cold water for 
a half hour. 
Put a quart of milk in 
a double boiler; when boiling hot add 
a tablespoonful of rice flour blended 
with cold milk, and four tablespoon­ 
fuls of sugar. Stir and cook until the 
starch is well cooked, remove from the 
heat, add the gelatine and fold in the 
whites of two eggs beaten stiff; flavor 
with vanilla and set away in a mold to 
harden. 
Serv6 with whipped cream 
and sugar. 


Baked Rice Custard.—Cook a cupful 
of rice. Beat four eggs with a cupful 
of sugar, add a little salt and a quart 
of milk. 
Mix all together with the 
boiled rice, flavor v ith cinnamon or 
nutmeg, and a f$w raisins may be add­ 
ed if liked; dot the top with bits of 
butter and bake in a well buttered pan 
set in hot water. 
J3ake until tested 
with a knife it comes out clean. 
Any 
custard or souffle should be baked in 
a hot water bath, aa it is a saving of 
the food, nothing sticks to the well 
guttered dish.

A Bird's Barbed Wire Fences. 


There may be seen along the road­ 
sides In Central America a brown wren 
about the size of a canary which builds 
a nest out of all proportion to its ap­ 
parent needs.

In the olden times tbs 
penknife was a necessary accessory 
of the writing desk. 
When the clasp- 
knife came in the smaller sizes took 
their name from the little desk knife, 
while the bigger ones were called 
“Jaekknives/* Mjack” signifying any­ 
thing masculine or big and strong.—

HIKE IN SAVAGE AFRICA. 


Rhodesian Traveled Afoot on the Cape 


to Cairo Route. 


Emil Lund, a Rhodesian settler of 
thirty-six, recently completed a walk 
from Cape Town to Cairo, not in fulfill­ 
ment of a wager or without money or 
to test a system of diet or training, but 
simply from love of adventure, says a 
London dispatch. 
lie has been a sol­ 
dier and scout since was seventeen, 
serving in the second Matabele cam­ 
paign in 18U3, the Uganda rebellion of 
18U7-0 and the South African war. 


lie started from Cape Town and walk­ 
ed, all alone, through the Cape prov­ 
ince and the Transvaal to Rhodesia. 
Thence he continued through the Kon­ 
go State, the Sudan and the Nubian 
desert to Egypt, a distance of nearly 
5,000 miles as the crow flies. 


“My wish,” he said in telling the 
story of his walk, “was simply to be 
the first man to accomplish the feat. 
I am proudest of having walked across 
the Nubian desert. That was the hard­ 
est tramp of all.” 


Until he left Elizabethville, in the 
Belgian Kongo, he had a comparatively 
easy time, for he could obtain supplies, 
good food and good water, but beyond 
that point he had a trying time. 
He 
had no porters, carrying all his own 
impedimenta, weighing seventy pounds. 
This alone is no mean ta»k in a tropical 
and wild country. But he could get no 
natives to accompany him owlpg to 
tribal hostilities.

Statistics Not Available. 


Of the estimated other 50,000 wom­ 
en of independent means who success­ 
fully maintain husbands-in a manner 
suited to their station in life, detailed 
statistics cannot be secured. 


Rev. Dr. Anna Shaw cites as the 
principal reason for the lack of such 
statistics governmental discrimination 
in favor of the men at the time the 
recent census was taken.

Our present economic situation 


While lecturing on atoms at the 
Royal institution Sir JosepU Thomson 
alluded to an extraordinary method for 
obtaining fire that was practiced by at 
least two savage tribes—a method in 
which compressed air was used, says 
the London Standard. 


Sir Joseph had just been explaining 
how intense cold could bo produced by 
suddenly expanding air and how equal­ 
ly intense heat could be caused by 
compressing it. “It is one of the most 
extraordinary 
things 
in 
connection 
with the habits of savage races,“ he 
continued, “that at least two tribes 
use this method to get fire. 
It is an 
extremely difficult problem to know 
how ever they got hold of the idea, 
I am quite sure they did not obtain it 
from lectures on physics, so it must 
have come from some kind of practi­ 
cal experience." 


Even with special apparatus it was 
not easy to accomplish this feat in a 
.laboratory. 
One could easily under­ 
stand how men had discovered that 
branches rubbing together sometimes 
caught fire. This would give the idea 
of rubbing sticks 
together, but so 
highly complex an operation as mak­ 
ing fire by compressing air could hard­ 
ly have been copied from any natural 
phenomenon. 


The only thing he could think of was 
that these tribes must have been ac­ 
customed to shoot their arrows from 
blowpipes. 
If one of these wooden 
tubes got obstructed it was conceiv­ 
able that vigorous efforts to dislodga 
the obstruction would cause the blow­ 
pipe or some part of it to take Are. 


Tho larger part of the lecture waa 
taken up by an explanation of tho vari­ 
ous ways in which atoms had been 
counted and the wonderful agreement 
between tho results obtained by dif­ 
ferent methods. The figures are anazi 
ing. Two grams (about thirty grains) 
of hydrogen contain so many atom s 
that no ordinary nomenclature can be 
used in expressing the number. If put 
down in ordinary numerals it would be 
68, followed by 22 
ciphers, 
which 
means that a cubic centimeter of gaa 
contains 275, followed by 17 ciphers. 


^Even these gigantic numbers are ex­ 
ceeded by the number of ultimate cor­ 
puscles in the same volume of gas. No 
perfectly reliable measurements hare 
yet been made, but Sir Joseph stated 
hiB belief that a molecule of mercury 
contained between 400 and 600 of these 
electrified corpuscles.

troops forced their way into Scutari. 
The fortress for six months, since the 
middle of October, 1912. had offered a 
atuhboru and heroic defense. 


Three thousand Montenegrins were 
killed in the final assault on Tuesiiay 
and 
5000 
Turks 
fell. 
Twenty-tw» 
thousand 
Turkish prisoners of wai 
were taken. Since the siege began 10, 
000 Montenegrins have been killed oi 
wounded. 


The assault which gave the Monte- 
negrins possesion of the city, which 
has been the sole object of their war 
against 
Turkey, 
began on Monda> 
night. The Montenegrin army took the 
offensive along the entire front. They 
completely surprised the Ottoman de 
fenders by pushing right up to the 
Turldsh positions, where they engaged 
in close bayonet 
fighting. 


The Ottoman soldiers made a num- 
ber of counter attacks and tried with 
' their utmost energy to drive the at- 
tacking force out of their works, but 
they

hands of the besiegers, who received 
constant reinforcements.

The region of the "gouffre" is in ths 
mountain range of La Selle, which is 
about seven thousand feet high, and 
which, unstable still, gives much erl» 
dence of past volcanic activity. 
The 
sounds are apparently the 
same 
as 
those accompanying noticeable 
earth- 
quakes, and the name "gouffre" is ap* 
plied to both. 


Its noise extends 
sometimes 
over 
periods of weeks and the vicar of Croir 
des Bouquets, 15 miles north of th« 
mountain range, gives the following 
description of it; "During the day the 
sound was heard from the southeast 
and seemed to 
came from

little expense as to heat, if a 
fireless 
•cooker lai used; when we insist upon 
steaks at twenty-five and twenty-eight 
cents, when twelve and fifteen cents 
will buy meat which, if well cooked, 
will furnish a good meal, 


A small piece of. meat added to veg- 
etables will give flavor to them and 
make 
a palatable 
meal. 
It takes 
thought and planning to keep down 
the expenses and still not noticeably 
stint the family. 
For most 
women 
who have the right 
feeling 
toward 
housekeeping there is a keen enjoy- 
ment 
in the battling against 
such 
odds. It Is a game that takes as much 
greater skill than that shown at the 
bridge table, and one which we hope 
to see the younger generation enter 
with a fair knowledge of the game.

A few words of explanation of the fore- 
going ordinance and of the action of the 
Town Council in asking the voters of New 
Oxford to elect to increase the

The new well which has been dug at 
tho pumping station hi.s cwv up to the 
present time about $3200 incliiding the 
derrick, engine, etc., As well as the fees 
paid to the civil engineer, nnd the amount 
necessary to put in theiilterand com])leie 
the plant will be fnooo more. 
To meet 
the expense of digging this well knins 
were made from time to time from the 
Fanners & Merchants Bank which now- 
aggregate §5000 of which $1700 has been 
set aside to pay for, the school property 
purchased by the borough. 


Li PJIG the water bonds issued in 3896 
will mature and will have to be paid. 
The amount of these bonds now outstand- 
ing is ?9500. 


NOAV the purpose of the Town Council 
in asking for a bond issue of §15000 at this 
time, is to provide funds to pay off the 
$5000 loan at the bank; to finish the lil- 
tration plant which will reipiire i?50t)0, 
and to a])ply $5000 at om^e to reduce the 
present bonded indebtedness to §4500. 
This will obviate tho necessity of holding 
another elei^tion in 1910 to provitle funds 
to meet the maturing bonds, as this re- 
mainder of 5^4500 can be taken care of .by 
the borough Avit bout an election, even if 
nothing were paid on it from the present 
time to 191G. 


Now a word about the filtration pliuit. 
The new well wliich has been dug at the 
pumping station is 30x40 feet and 40 ft> 
deep^ and the Jiltering machinery will be 
placed in this Avt^ll 20 feet from the bot- 
tom, on a concrete shelf supported by 
concrete columns.

A Bird's Barbed Wire F«ncM. 


There may be seen along the road* 
«Ides In Central America a brown wren 
about the size of a canary which builds 
a nest out of all proportion to its ap- 
parent needs. 
It selects a small tree 
with horizontal branches growing close 
together. 
Across two of the branches 
it lays sticks fastened together with 
tough fiber until a platform about six 
feet long by two feet wide has been 
constructed. 
On the end of-this plat- 
form nearest the tree trunk it then 
builds a huge dome shaped nest a foot 
or so high with thick sides of Inter- 
woven thorns. 
A covered passageway 
Is then made from the nest to the end 
of the platform in as crooked a man- 
ner as possible. 
Across the outer end, 
as well as at short Intervals along the 
Inside of this tunnel, are placed cun- 
ning dlttle fences of thorns with Jnst 
space enough for tho owners to pass 
through.
